‘CULTURE: Asparagus may be grown in almost any soil or situation, but 
special success is attained in thoroughly enriched, deeply dug sandy loam. 
Soak the seed 24 hours before planting, then sow the seed in rows about 
24 inches apart, dropping 15 or 20 seeds to the foot. Cultivate well. keep 
free from weeds and Asparagus should be large enough to transplant to 
permanent beds the following spring. DO NOT CUT THE PLANTS UNTIL 
THE THIRD YEAR. Every fall before the seed is ripe, cut the tops and 
burn them, then give good top dressing of manure. A well cared for bed 
will improve with age and will last for many years. 


10 MARY WASHINGTON. The finest of the Washington rust-resistant strains 
of Asparagus developed by the U. S. Department of Agriculture. This 
variety is rapidly replacing other sorts because, in addition to its freedom 
from rust, it is a heavy yielder, producing an abundance of early large 
shoots of rich dark green color with tightly folded tips.
